It is stated that among the Ainu population (17,314) of Hokkaido no leprosy case is 
reported. The number of lepers among immigrants has not been ascertained as yet, 
the only information given being that 6 lepers were treated at the Sapporo Hospital 
since last year. We learn that it is almost universally recognized by the medical 
authorities that leprosy is a contagious disease, and that the terrible disease is most 
prevalent where fish is most freely used as an article of food.

Smallpox in Mexico. 

El Paso, Tex., February 24, 1898. 

Sir : I have the honor to report that smallpox is prevailing in many 
localities throughout the Republic of Mexico. 

Every precaution is taken to prevent the dread disease reaching this 
border. 

The Mexican Central officials have instituted prompt measures, and 
ordered all trainmen and other employees on their road to be vacci- 
nated. In the interest of public health I request every passenger arriv- 
ing on the Mexican Central to sign the following declaration : 

"I certify on honor that I am successfully vaccinated, and swear, to 
my best knowledge and belief, that neither I nor my baggage have been 
in any city, place, or tent infected by smallpox within a period of twenty 
days."
